In a recent issue the CO.MPII.EK pre- 


sented an article 'Where Were Gen. 
Lee's Headquarters 
at 
Gettysburg," 


by Henry S. Moyer of Allentown. The 
writer made out a very strong case 
that Gen. Lee never occupied the old 
stone house which has been pointed 
out for a halt century as his head 
quarters, but occupied a tent near an 
old apple orchard just across the road. 


Mr. Moyer details a visit years ago 


to an old lady living in the stone 
house who most positively declared 
that Gen. Lee never occupied her 
honse as his headquarters. The old 
lady living in the house at the time of 
the battle was known in this commu- 
nity us the Widow Thompson and just 
what historic value can be placed on 
her statement is shown by the follow- 
:nt, incic'ent:

occupied a bench uear the stove. If 
the temperature iu tbe rear end of the 
room would be 72 Fahrenheit the 
boys sitting uear the stove bad one of 
about 96 degrees. 


Sometimes one of tbe boys become 


drowsy, fell asleep aud fell to the 
floor. The bench had no back to it, 


off 
and the poor boy was liable to fall 
either aide of tbe bench. 


Beside rod and ruler used as au in- 


etrumeut of punishment prior to 1860, 
in certain schools, teachers made use 
of the Dunce Cap, make boys sit on a 
table, and also had what they termed 
the "Big Spectacle," a sort of leather 
mask which was thrown to tbe cul- 
prit aud make him bnug it up to the 
desk. 


The dunce cap would then be placed 


on the boy's bead aud tbe spectacles 
on bis nose, when be had the appear- 
ance of a "Dummy" in a cornfield. 


He was then compelled to stand on 


a chair or some other conspicuous 
place iu the school-room, as a pun- 
ishment, if punishment it was, an ob- 
ject of ridicule. The more comical 
his appearance the more hugely en- 
joyed by the pupils. 


But nearly all the methods employ- 


ed by teachers years ago, have been 
abandoned by teachers 
of to-day. 


During my entire professioual career 
1 have not been iu the habit of using 
tbe dunce cap, spectacles or ruler. I 
bave never followed tbe custom in re- 
gard of having pupils remaiu iu tbe 
school room after school hours, either 
for punishment or failure iu re^i- 


•JLatiou. 


In taking charge as Principal of the 


echools in a town :57 years ago, a boy 
of 1H years of age was transferred 
from a lower graded school to my 
school by the school board, the reason 
for so doing was that his teacher could 
not coutrol the boy. i objected on the 
ground that I could not assign him to 
the classes in my sehool, but the 
board iusisted that I must take him. 
After he attended my school about 
three weeks he threatened to thrash a 
boy in my school. At uoou after dis- 
missing school, one of the boys re- 
maiued in the room, and when I de- 
manded his reason, he told me. I 
noticed the other boy and four ot tbe 
other pupilfe standing besides wall ol 
the building in the school yard. We j 
btarted down the stairs, and as r-oon 
i 


RS the boy opened the door in the hall 
the oilier boy grasped him by the 
coat, and 1 caught the oMender by the 
arm aud marched him upstair to my 
room, took my rjd and trounced him 
uutil he rolled on the tloor. 
I then 


lold him to go home. 


When I returned from dinner, the 


jirst pupil to enter the room, was the 
boy 1 had trounced, aud requested me 
to allow him to bring up a bucket of 
coal .

the readiness with which it is absorb- 
ed by the road it never produces a 
loose, flaky surface such as oil often 
causes. Neither does tlie surface be- 
come mealy. 


When dissolved by prolonged rains 


aud washed into the water courses it 
does not form a lilm on the surface of 
the water to accumulate and stagnate 
on the pouds and quiet water pools.

Jt will be a fungicide on 


that portion of the tree which it touch- 
es, and will be well worth the effort of 
the application. The more of the bark 
that is covered, the better. Apply 
froai a pint to a quart to the trunk of 
each tree, according to the si/eofthe 
tree, spraying it to a distance of two 
feet above the ground aud down to be- 
low the level of the ground, where, of 
course, the soil was removed for the 
purpose of letting you get down low to 
exatuiue the borers holes. 


"After the trees have been treated, 


till iu the ground, uotouly to the level 
of the soil, but to a height of three or 
four inches, 
mounding

arouud the trunk of each tree. They 
will thus be iu good shape for winter 
aud will not be harmed by the borers 
uext iSpriug.

Painting Rural Mail Boxes. 


Postmaster C. Win. Beales has re- 


ceived the following communication 
from the Post Office Department 
on 


the subject of painting rural mail 
boxes. 


'•It is the desire of the Department 


that you earnestly request patrons of 
rural delivery out of your office to 
paint their boxes aud the posts to 
which they are attached a pure white 
color. This course if pursued, will not 
only result in benelit to the patrons iu 
serving to protect his box and post 
from damage by the weather, but will 
give all boxes a uniform color and- 
serve to fix their identity in all parts 
of the country as Tinted States maii 
boxes, and will give them a much 
neater and sightlier appearance than 
they now possess. It is alr-o desired 
that patrons be induced to imprint 
their names and box numbers on box- 
es iu black (dock letters about two 
inches high. 


"It is also desired that you endeavor 


to induce ro^d oilicials to paint upon 
the post?, of boxes which are located at 
crossroads but not attach signs there- 
to! the names of the towns or villages 
to which the cro^roads lead, with an. 
indicator showing the direction. 


"Post.- to which boxes should be at- 


tached shall'be set iu an easily access- 
ible position at the side of the road 
and boxes securely fastened to a pro- 
jecting arm of wood, or to a bracket of 
band iron about three sixteenth of an 
inch thick, or, if preferred, an auto- 
matic extension arm may be used."
